Were there indications within the resistance itself that the politica of 
the Third Republic had not died with the constitution, that the political 
axrangemente of the underground, i£ not the editoriais of ite clandestine 
presas, were in fact not much changed from before the war except for 
adaptations to the different environment? X am not sure how well 1 answered these 
questions — £ kio that my own understanding of France was vastly greater 
or the study, 


There was nuch undone; st the tine of writing 1 left relevant books unresd 
for Tack of tine, And since, f have seen in Paris several new works 
describing moveuents in detail. 1 know then that my college effort, even 
Limited in scope as it was, was incomplete. Still, f would choose 
eventually Lo expand my Limite and try ко analyze generally the influence 
BE the 1939-1945 period. I remain fascinated by Europe and the war and 
eager to write about tham. 


1 feel that the war увага ате excellent background for study, not өшу 

of the govarning processes under atresa, but alec ав one starting point for 
the examination of post-war politics. Опе need not discount the 

influence of two thousand years of Weatern civilization to believe that a 
knowledge o£ Europe during the war is aesential to an understanding of it in 
1959. The Ruawieu experience would жешп to be a particulariy fruitful area 
ofr research, both ag the aetting for ber emargence as a colossal, power and 
Zor un analysis of her reactions to extreme emergency, Ferhaps consent playa 
нове role in thin supposedly monolithic society; in апу case Russia's war 
history would be notable if only because the povetunent so well survived.

I first met George Feifer in May, 1961, at Columbia University, New 
“York City, New York, when I gave a lecture there. At that time, he 


spoke to me about coming to Harvard Law School, and I conversed with him 
at length. 


My next contact with George Feifer came in January, 1962, when I met him 
at the Moscow State University Law School, Moscow, USSR, where he was an 
Exchange Student. I was studying and lecturing there. I knew George in 
Moscow, from January to June, 1962, when I left to return to this country. 


I did not have George in any classes there and, as our studies were in 
different fields, we didn't have any classes together, but I saw George 
- ‘at least a half a dozen times during the first six months of 1962, when 
{ be contacted me to obtain advice and information concerning his studies. 


E . George was studying Soviet Criminal Procedure at the Graduate level. He 
| attended classes at Moscow State University Iaw School, visited the 
various courts in the Moscow area in connection with his studies; and 
also did Research work.

“Why do 
you persecute American Com- 
munists?" is asked where the 
Bolshevik party has long since 
eliminated every trace of oppo- 
sition.

Skillfully 
Selected, the most unflattering 
aspects of American life are 
widely publicized as an objec- 
tive, comprehensive picture of 
the country. 


Ма technique is used also 
by other media of communica- 
tion, The choicest anti-Amer- 
ican articles are often read 
jover the radio, which also 
features "analysis" of Amer- 
сап politics, and melodramas 
about the life of unemployed 
families. Newsreels illustrate 
similar "facts" about America;

ample, concentrate on Harlem 
when in New York. A popular 
pamphlet “Americans About 
America,” sold at hundreds of 
bookstalls, presents a picture 
of America so distorted as to 
be unrecognizable. ` 4 
Americans’ criticism of spe- 
cific aspects of their country’s 
problems enjoys especial pop- 
ularity in Soviet communica- 
tions. Excerpted and edited, it

Since criticism of the party could 
threaten its security as the sole source 
of authority in the Soviet Union, such 
Criticism is not tolerated.

sentation. And, born of ignorance and 
fed on the regime's selected diet, the 
popular picture of the United States in 
Russia is likely to continue as before. 

There are, it is true, some slight 
grounds for encouragement. The prop- 
aganda campaign hag not been fully 
successful; it hag not depleted a very 
considerable reserve of goodwill toward 
America and the American people, and 
it has not, even on the issues of race 
relations and capitalism, eliminated all 
traces of independent thinking. 

Moreover, one should not underesti- 
mate the appreciation of American in- 
dustrial technique or the astonishing 
influence of jazz ( officially unhealthy) 
among the young: And it is just one 
paradox among a plethora in the Soviet 
Union that the American worker's 
style of living is the prize dangled on 
the Soviet horizon to urge its workers 
to continue their sacrifices. Designation 
of the United States as the goal for 
their own efforts, of course, detracts 
from the standard image of a decadent 
twentieth-century Rome. The party is 
not quite able to have its cake and eat 
it, too. 

There are grounds for encourage- 
ment also because of signs of skepti- 
cism—a kind of sophistication aston- 
ishing to Western eyes in the reading 
of the seemingly identical repetitions 
of the party iine. 

This sophistication was demonstrated 
in connection with Vice President Nix- 


on's flight to Moscow tast summer. For 
weeks thereafter, Russians asked about 
the speed of his Boeing 707 in a curious 
way: "Didn't Nixon beat Kozlov’s rec- 
ord in the TU-114?" (Deputy Premier 
Frol R. Kozlov had flown to the United 
States in a Soviet turbo-prop shortly 
before.) 

The explanation for the question 
was that Pravda had reported Nixon’s 
time as “less than eleven hours.” Soviet 
logic required that if the 707 had in 
fact been slower than the TU-114, the 
exact time would have been mentioned: 
since it was not, some Russian readers 
assumed that Nixon had “beaten” 
Kozlov, 


Clearly, sophistication and skepticism 
discount some of the effects of the 
Propaganda campaign. For example, 
when I asked a taxi driver whether he 
thought that his press and radio gave 
him a fair impression of America, he 
answered: “I have been listening to 
those lies for forty years. It is enough.” 

But such examples are unusual. And, 
in any case, skepticism alone cannot 
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typed out answers to questions, was а 


Supply an accurate picture of America: ~ 
The taxi driver, bitter as he was, had no 
facts of his own, no sources other than 
the official ones. And it is unreason- 
able to expect that years of indoctrina- 
tion have been without effect. 


T is laboring the obvious to say that 
distortion is a great obstacle to the 
securing of peace: nor does it seem 
possible that a real peace can be ar- 
ranged while distortion persists. The 
“quest for ways of bringing our nations 
together,” to use Premier Khrushchev's 
words, is bound to fail in the present 
environment. For the Soviet press is 
directed not only to the masseg but to 
party members and officials as well. 
Those who govern and who negotiate 
with the West have no separate news- 
papers. Educated in the poisoned at- 
mosphere of distortion, they are not 
likely to seek honest agreement with 
the monster America or, having made 
one, to abide by it. | 

But the Soviet people—the masses as 
the source of future leaders and as the 
foundation of Soviet society today—are 
the most important targets in the cam- 
paign of distortion. What have the 
Soviet people to do with the securing 
of world peace? “To work for peace 
has become the sacred duty of every 
man," said Khrushchev in the hall of 
the Supreme Soviet this fall. This is 
an admirable statement—and a valid 
one. It is tragic that the regime makes 
it impossible for the Soviet citizen to 
fulfil] his sacred duty. 
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the accounts of the frightful condi- 
tions under which the African lives. 
The menial jobs, the wretched 
housing and hospital conditions, the 
degrading pass system, the humiliat- 
ing punishments in the prisons—all 
are shown in morbid detail. He also 
discusses the persons and programs 
of the leading political movements, 
black and white, and makes the only 
prediction possible for South Africa: 


African developments with those in 
the rest of Africa, but the book does 
not claim to be anything other than 
“а journalists experiences in the 
South African riots.” One may only 
hope that books such as this will 
lead to further thought about South 


Africa—and other  tension-ridden 
areas- -and that this will lead ul.

The Law Is Politics 


Settling Disputes in Soviet Society. 
By John Hazard. 
Columbia. 534 pp. $9.50. 


THE “HEROES” OF Professor John 
Hazard’s study of the formative years 
of the Soviet legal institutions (1918- 
24) are the first Commissars of Jus- 
tice, P. I. Stuchka, М. V. Krylenko 
and especially D. I. Kurskii. Over- 
shadowed by the political giants of 
those years—Lenin, Trotsky, Zino- 
viev, Stalin these jurists were not 
charismatic figures. But they were 
educated, rational, principled men 
who believed that Communism is not 
incompatible with a fair trial and 
who dedicated themselves to securing 
both. By 1924, their quiet, persistent 
struggle for legality seemed to have 
been successful; the revolutionary 
fervor largely spent, a legal system 
worthy of the name was beginning to 
function. | 

Like all heroes, however, these 
minor ones were faced with a crucial 
dilemma. Were disputes in Soviet 
society to be settled by a simple 
process understandable to all—by а 
counterpart to the wise man of prim- 
itive society perhaps, or by "social 
consciousness“— or through the in- 
tricacies of az esoteric legal system 
similar in form to the Imperial sys- 
tem which they had destroyed? Was 
Soviet justice to be informal, local 
and "natural," or rigidly formalistic, 
a product of centralized machinery 
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attached to the state? Kurskii and 
the others yearned for simplicity, for 
court procedures understandable to 
the untrained citizen. Such qualities, 
they thought, were inherently more 
just---and would start the law wither- 
ing away. 

Why, then, did they construct com- 
plex. formal, centralized institutions? 
What led them to re-establish, for 
example, the procuracy—hated sym- 
bol of Imperial oppression? 

Hazard’s answer, the “plot” of his 
book, is not a description of Bolshe- 
vism's arbitrary methods and venge- 
ful motives. This was 1918-24, not 
1930-36; the Commissars were law- 
yers, not terrorists. When in the 
summer of 1918 Stuchka, the first 
Commissar, published an unofficial 
guide for People's Courts—or for 
those operating the courts who could 
read —-he began the drift toward com- 
plexity. “We are not anarchists, rc- 
jecting all law.. . . We are now in 
the transitional stage," he wrote. 
This now familiar apology was made 
then with sincere regret: To these 
men, Communism was not a mirage 
but real greenery on a not-too-distant 
horizon. But Stuchka was faced with 
chaos in the new country. Courts, 
where they existed at all, were mock- 
eries of courts. And chaos, Stuchka

talking with some average So-

"Do you have to pay for parking ?" 
She asked. 

I answered that in the. center of 
American cities one often aid pay to 
park his car. 

“Oh!” she. exclaimed. “Our park- 
ing is free. We have no meters.” She 
smiled triumphantly. “You can see 
for yourself why we preter the Soviet 
way." 

The following day, an iix iden- 
tical gathering pressed around me 
while I described buying my first used 
car. An elderly man broke in. 

"Have you seen our Métro?" he in- 
quired. 

I replied that I had and, Anticipat-

"Better than New York's?" he per- 
sisted. 

"Better," I said. 

“Do уси know why?" he continued, 
shaking now with fervor. “Our sub-’ 
way is better than yours because 
yours is in the hands of the capital- 
ists. Ours belongs to the people!" 

These exchanges took place after I 
had been two months in Moscow. I was 
not astonished by the logic displayed, 
for by this time I had heard many 
bizarre evaluations of American life. 
When I failed to convince the woman 
that the overwhelming majority of 
American streets have no meters, that 
the cost was about ten cents—not two 
dollars-—per hour, that the meters be- 
long to the city and not to a capitalist, 
that the problem of parking inevitably 


„arises with 58 million cars in service, 


I was not disappointed, That Soviet 
citizeness, although her chances and 


those of her family of acquiring an 


automobile were slender indeed, was 
genuinely convinced that Americans 
&re oppressed because they must pay 
for parking theirs, 

. And I knew my limitatíons in the 


case of the elderly man. It was useless 
to explain that the New York subway 
is some thirty years older than Mos- 
cow's, that it is operated municipally, 
that there is a good deal of interest 
above ground in the city. To him—he 
appeared from his dress an unskilled 
worker, by American standards very 
poorly paid—the existence of a sub- 
way in,New York plainer and dirtier 
than Moscow's proved the inferiority 
of the American way of life. 

It would be wrong to pay too much 
attention. to this man and woman, 
for they were extremes; even their 
fellow citizens laughed at them or 
demanded that they be quiet. Never- 
theless, certain of their attitudes, if 
not their facts and analyses, are typi- 
cal of the general Soviet conception of 
life in. the United States. There is 
more significance to their comments 
than the isolated babblings of two 
crackpots, » 

Ж * * 

N the context of present Soviet- 

American relations, what the Soviet 
citizenry thinks about America is more 
significant than it would be in a less 
tense world. To a considerable extent, 
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foreign visitors reveal the distorted image of us that his sources of information allow. 


mid-century diplomacy requires under- 
standing and goodwill among peoples 
as well as maneuverings among For- 
eign Offices. In this age of mass 
communication апа citizen armies, 
popular understanding and popular in- 
formation are necessary supplements to 
formal dinners and secret treaties in 
the business of securing peace. 

Therefore, one peopie’s understanding 
of another's way of life-—even what it 
knows about the other's parking prob-. 
lems—has become. relevant to ques- 
tions of world peace, Distorted images 
are not likely to make easier the task 
of finding arrangements by which con- 
flict can be avoided. Under the shadow 
of I. C. B. M.'s what is being said in 
Red Square about Times Square has 
assumed great importance. 

A visitor to Moscow is quickly con- 
vinced that the Soviet people want 
peace passionately, with а longing 
appropriate to a people who lost 20 
milion of their countrymen in World 
War IL and who аге encouraged to 
remember war as the source, real or 
imagined, of every present hardship. 
That they hate war, however, is irrele- 
vant to the (Continued on Page 86) 
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Tu E girls in Moscow wear very little 
make-up. Many of them none whatsoever. 
А cute young salesgir] in GUM, herself interested 
in not much more than foreign clothes and 
getting herself up well, and therefore not very 
happy with the regime, once told me disgustedly 
that they wear little make-up because there is 
little make-up to be had. That's entirely unim- 
portant to me. I am pleased when young women 
use a minimum of preparations on themselves, 
and I was pleased in Moscow, whatever the rea- 
sons for the custom are. Not as many girls were 
at first glance as attractive as in New York, 
where everyone seems at least to try to deco- 
rate her face. Still, when you saw a pretty 
Moscvitchka she was apt to be really beautiful: 
natural, feminine, and unpretentious. She was 
apt to have long braids and an air of having 
worried about something other than the length 
of Bermuda shorts that season. For me, this 
was a very attractive look. 

There are other likable characteristics about 
the girls in the Soviet capital. In the European 
manner, they hold hands or link arms when to- 
gether in the street and parks, in the metro, 
or on the site of the American National Exhibi- 
поп. Around my stand at the Exhibition I would 
sec great numbers of them every day, crowded 
iogether arm around waist, reaffirming, it 
seemed, their friendship to the others with these 
small, unsell-conscious gestures, 
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This kind of physical contact is not limited 
Men, walking, take each other's 
arms, occasionally kiss; fathers hold hands with 
adolescent sons or daughters; mothers are fol. 
lowed closely by the children, whatever their 
there is Није embarrassment 
about a demonstration of non-romantic closc- 
From what I observed, the 
parent-child relationship, again as in Europe, 
was rather clear to both parties: strong and dis- 
ciplining, yet protecting and loving, the guidance 
flowed from the older members. It is a shame 
that in the great majority of cases, since both 
parents must work to support the family, the 
voung children spend most of the week in a 
state-run kindergarten. Nevertheless, when I 
saw them together, children usually had hold 
of their parents in some manner, quite aware 
that the parents were aware that they were 
there, amused, contented, and if waiting, wait- 
ing patiently. From the young there was a re- 
markable lack of bawling and nagging. 

Al of this I liked. I liked also the extent to 
which people spent their free time reading. 
Several times Soviet citizens hinted to me 
that there is so much reading because other 
entertainment is either lacking or expensive. 
Again, unimportant: the people read. And I 
liked the Moscow metro. Many people Russians 
—complained in private that the cost was stag- 
gering, borne in the end by the unskilled workers 
who earn 350 rubles a month, and in fact the 
newer stations are considerably less grandiose. 
But lm not an economist and I don't know 
whether or not it is the greatest bomb shelter 
in the world. For me, although there were too 
few stations, the metro was fast, clean, efficient, 
comfortable, and better-to-look-at than any other 
I've seen. 

And the cleanliness of the streets too, I liked, 
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even though it was not pleasant to see the teams 
of old shabby women bent over short-handled 
brooms made of twigs tied together working 
away at them. But the city, particularly down- 
town, was neat, and there were lots of flowers 
everywhere. 


THE IMPOSSIBLE QUESTION 


I AM trying to answer carefully the question, 
"How do you like Moscow?" This question 
(or, What's your personal impression of Russia? 
the Soviet Union?“) was put to me at least 
twenty times a day in my work as a guide at the 
American Exhibition. For the Soviet people, fax 
more than even the American it seems, want to 


be liked or at least approved of by foreigners— ' 


especially Americans. “How do you like Mos- 
cow?" someone would ask, and then all the 
listeners would tense slightly and smile to hide 
their anxiousness. And I would see manifested 
in one small way the massive national inferiority 
complex which must have been developing in 
Russia for hundreds of years. 

"How do you like Moscow?" is a very difficult 
question to answer, and far more so in the 
presence of a crowd of five hundred or so 
Moscovites. (I used a microphone.) For one 
thing, the Russian people are highly sensitive 
to criticism. This is no doubt due in part to 
the lack of it in general use; from the highest 
questions of national policy to the level of per- 
sonal taste in everyday living, criticism is in- 
significant in Soviet society. The emphasis 
there is overwhelmingly positive, i.e., how good 
so-and-so or such-and-such is, how great the 
progress has been, how many tons of steel and 
wheat, electro-power stations, and apartments 
have been built and will be built under the 
Socialist order. 

This is understandable of course as the official 
policy in a one-party state, but it was disconcert- 
ing to me to see how much it is the common 
experience. 'The critical ability in Russia, if it 
was ever well developed, seems to have seriously 
atrophied. In any case, if I should mention, 
only after carefully emphasizing that the ballet 
of the Bolshoi Theatre was the finest classical 
ballet that I had seen, that I did not particularly 
care for the opera of the Bolshoi Theatre, there 
was always a strong reaction of hurt and dis- 
appointment in the audience. i 

For another thing it was difficult to answer 
because of my position at the Fair. I looked 
at my job as one of making as many friends 
as possible and explaining what I knew of 
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America, not as a critic of another way of life. 
Therefore I too found myself emphasizing the 
positive features of Soviet life. Finally there was 
the related, delicate problem—often discussed 
among the guides—of not reinforcing the official. 
Pollyanish Soviet evaluation of Soviet life. Mos- 
cow is a depressing city whose architecture, new 
and old (with exceptions, of course) is ugly and 
poorly made. If, out of politeness or fear of giv- 
ing offense, I were to say it was pretty, I could 
imagine Ivan Ivanovitch saying to himself: 
“There, you see? This American who has seen 
much of the world thinks our capital is beauti- 
ful. Beautiful it must be.” In light of the 
Russians’ painfully limited knowledge of Paris, 
London, and Washington, and of the official 
belief that beauty (or at least new, realistic, 
scientific beauty) is exclusively Soviet, it would 
have been very wrong for me to have buttressed 
their ignorance. 

And so a good way out, I found, was to say 
that I liked Leningrad better. Or simply that 
Moscow was an interesting city. Interesting it 
certainly was. 

And about their life in general, I am afraid 
that I gave them no startling revelations. The 
business of the Fair was showing off the United 
States; there were yards of ignorance and misin- 
formation about us that I would have liked 
to correct. Given the Soviet environment, how- 
ever, only a few inches (very worthwhile prog- 
ress, nonetheless) could be accomplished in one 
summer. Most of those few inches was taken 
up with making friends and talking about my 
own life in America. It would have served no 
purpose to point out to the Soviet citizens what 
they are missing of the Western heritage—most 
of which is not understandable to them any- 
way. 

Thus I talked mostly of the Bolshoi Bailet, 
the metro, the Leningrad Ballet, the new Mos- 
cow University, the Lenin sports stadium, and 
the extent of housing construction everywhere. 
Things, I know, which were very well known 
to them anyway, and which they wanted to 
hear. Or I would talk about how well I liked 
the people and how gratifying it was to be so 
hospitably received. Often I said that I was 
enjoying my visit immensely, and that this was 
what was important to me in my individual ap- 
praisal. All of these comments were honest. 

Not once did I ask if it weren’t strange that 
the metro was better made than anything above 
ground, or why it was that although everyone 
boasted that it surpassed New York's subway, 
no one knew that in terms of construction practi- 
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cally everything else was superior in New York. 
Nor did I say that I thought it unfortunate that 
it was still common for several families to 
share one apartment, or ask why they themselves 
never mentioned this fact in print or in conversa- 
tion. When asked specifically to mention what 
I did not like, I would always say that I would 
rather see more before commenting; if really 
pressed, I would mention that I was unhappy 
that 95 per cent of what was printed about the 
United States concerned the worst 5 per cent of 
American life. “If we are really to make friends,” 
I said, “you must know something of how we 
are atlacking our problems as well as about the 
problems themselves.” But in general, during 
the six or seven hours each day at the Fair, my 
critical ability suffered too. 

Sometimes I would look into the Sunday- 
best dressed crowd, find a shy but smiling young 
woman in her summer dress and say that it was 
clear that each year Soviet industry turned out 
a large number of good-looking girls. Since 
I am twenty-four and often repeated that I was 
unmarried, this invariably drew a big laugh.

And although at these 
times I was something of a clown, I could usually 
win the confidence of the listeners to the point 
where I could risk a few words—beyond the 
cost of a Thunderbird, the maximum road 
speeds, or the hourly industrial wage—on the 
subject of what I really loved about America. 
I say risk because these thoughts invariably im- 
plied an indictment of the Soviet system. 


WHAT DISAPPOINTED 
ME MOST 


OW до you like Moscow?” Now, home, 
my friends again bombard me with this. 
Here it’s an impossible question too. Usually I 
say simply that the two months in the Soviet 
Union was the most fascinating experience of 
my life. 

But I do want to crystallize some of my 
thoughts before they slip away. I want especially 
to criticize—to let loose some of the major im- 
pressions which for eight weeks I held back 
in Sokolniki Park while talking about the metro 
and the ballet and the braids. 

In this respect J am afraid that I am bucking 
the current of the main stream of reporting that 
has come from the Soviet Union in the five or 
so years since The Thaw. The major emphasis 
of this reporting, it seems, has been an apprecia- 
tion of the technological, industrial, and educa- 
tional progress—and the progress in living stand- 
ards—that the Soviet Union has accomplished 
since the end of the war. These advances, 1 feel, 
have been adequately treated in the reputable 
American newspapers. 

For me, however, a non-scientist who has 
trouble understanding the relative value of 
space rockets, theirs or ours (among the people, 
theirs, typically, occupy ten times as much na- 
tional consciousness and personal association), 
this is not the central issue. I suppose that an 
American physician visiting in the Soviet Union 
and seeing there a new valuable operating tech- 
nique would have a different feeling about the 
country than I. I am a student of political sci- 
ence. For me, the major impression of the 
Soviet Union was one of great shock and disap- 
pointment. It was a shock, for example, not to 
find there one person who would criticize the 
Sputnik program aloud; it was Party policy, it 
was National policy, it must be every Soviet 
citizen’s policy. 

I am not talking about the terribly depressing 
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paper, every newscast and newsreel, every ban- 
ner in the street, every magazine, every public 
demonstration carries the same set of messages 
—felt that we must try to look at Soviet rule 
from the Soviet point of view. To the factory 
worker there, just as to the factory worker here, 
he reasoned, what is in the newspaper makes 
very little difference. What interests him, par- 
ticularly since he never had a free press, is that 
Soviet authority has improved his wages and 
hours and chances of getting a private kitchen 
and bath. 

To this, I lamely answered that J felt it was 
important that the small percentage of people 
who are actually interested in poking about for 
their own truths be encouraged to do so. But 
in the course of the summer, it developed that 
there were Soviet citizens who felt this way too. 
There was an engineer who whispered that 
records were kept when he applied for foreign 
books even on technical subjects; there was a 
student who begged me to tell him everything I 
could about Doctor Zhivago; there was a young 
man studying voice who dreamed futilely of 
working in Italy; there was another student who 
wanted to know what Western economists wrote 
about Marxian economics; and a young woman 
who begged for a copy of the New York Times. 
With all of these people I spoke carefully in 
private. And at the Fair when in public I said 
mildly that I thought it would be useful for the 
Soviet people to be able to read our newspapers 
in full, rather than the few articles about un- 
employment and race conflicts, doctored and re- 
printed eut of context in Pravda, 80 per cent 
of the listeners nodded “yes” or lowered their 
faces in embarrassment. 

I no longer think it immodest to say that 
things are not right with the Soviet system. 
Some Party members shouted to me at the Ex- 
hibition that censorship of non-Communist 
newspapers is justified because they would be 
harmful to “the people" But I have met some 
of these people. 


HOW DEEP IS THE CHANGE? 


You can meet now with some Moscow 
citizens quite openly in a public place. I 
myself saw one young Moscvitchka whom I first 
met at the Fair ten or twelve times about town. 
(I was never invited to her home.) We had a 
very good time. (Other young Russians told 
me, though, that they thought it better not to 
be seen with an American again; who could 
pull it off remained a mystery to us Americans.) 


This new freedom to meet foreigners, as wel] as 
certain other relaxations of police-state measures, 
is what Western correspondents have lately been 
emphasizing. 

I met my Georgian friend several times. The 
first, incidentally, was while waiting im line to 
be seated in a Moscow restaurant. We told him 
how much we enjoyed a certain Georgian wine; 
when we were seated there was a bottle of it at 
our table. Four years before, this man, an archi- 
tect, had been in Moscow on an assignment 
similar to the one he was given this past sum- 
mer. At that time he spoke to an American for 
about ten minutes in a railroad station waiting- 
room—about sports. When he returned to 
Tbilisi he was apprehended by the secret police, 
questioned, and made to sign a statement about 
the details of his conversation. This year we 
met whenever we had time, and he poured out 
his heart to me. (He hated the regime and, like 
most Georgians, the Russians. He yearned for 
contact with the West and for Georgia to be 
independent.) He was still untouched, if ap- 
prehensive, when we said good-by at the foun- 
tain in Sverdlova Square, me promising that I 
would write in America about his discontent. 

Many times someone said to me, “I wouldn’t 
have dreamed of meeting you this way five years 
ago.” And yet if you are not accustomed to 
peeking over your shoulder while talking to an 
acquaintance in a hushed voice, this takes some 
getting used to. I became good at it during my 
furtive private conversations which were so dif- 
ferent from the Partyline give-and-take at the 
microphone. 

Nor are these improvements in personal lib- 
erty a change in the system, which remains one- 
party totalitarianism. However welcomed, 'these 
are handouts, not a reformation of the system 
of government. When I asked a successful young 
engineer (who said about the standard of living, 
"We have desires which aren't even yet ex- 
pressed") if he weren't happy with the changes 
amd sure-that things would be better, be an- 
swered straight off—it was obvious that he had 
thought of this a great deal—that there could 
be no real change without a change in the in- 
ternal system of power. “I mean by change,” 
he said, "the chance to express my opinion. If 
someone overheard me now Y would be in jail 
within the hour." 

This, then—the manner in which the Soviet 
people are controlled—is my major criticism, 
and because of my background, my major im- 
pression of the Soviet Union. What is wrong 
there for Ivan, for Nicholas, or Vladimir cannot 


first impression Moscow, the city, made on me. 
I have seen poor, shabby cities before, and even 
if this is the capital of the second richest nation 
in the world, even if the new buildings follow 
the established tradition of monotony and shoddy 
construction, this is really not important. Be- 
sides, in time I grew accustomed to the sights, 
and the city improved by evening, especially on 
the warm summer evenings of this unusually 
warm summer. 

Nor am I talking of the standard of living 
which was generally lower than I had expected 
from reading the New York Times. I have seen 
poverty before, and if tbe Party has decided 
that it is still necessary to concentrate the coun- 
try’s Gross National Product of more than $200 
billion on heavy industry—if the steel issuing 
from plants is to be used for making new steel 
plants—this is in the end a Soviet affair. Besides, 
the stores do have some consumer goods (behind 
windows which frequently display good-looking 
products for display only) even if they are very 
expensive, and, 1 am told, the queues are getting 
shorter and shorter. And, as has been reported 
here frequently, the people are adequately, if 
monotonously and unfashionably clothed. 

More important, Soviet living standards will 
continue to improve along with those of the 
Western nations. And in any case, it makes no 
sense to criticize a people for being poor. Some 
of those poor people, after all, handed me books, 
theatre tickets, and souvenirs while I was work- 
ing at the microphone, and at those moments 
of very real, warm friendship I could not have 
cared less about what they knew of Christian 
Dior. Fat middle-aged women, dressed as 
crazily as I have ever seen, would hug me, grab 


the microphone from my hand (I would never 


know until after they spoke whether or not they 
would be one of the professional agitators sent 
by the Party specifically to disrupt the exhibi- 
tion) and shout, "Give my regards to all of the 
American people, and tell them we want to live 
with them in peace!” If we are to judge the 
quality of a society principally by how much 
coal it digs and cast iron it pours, or even how 
many cars it drives, we are accepting the ugly, 
materialistic, nonsensical standard of Premier 
Khrushchev. For me it is only incidental and 
ironic that even this standard puts us very far 
ahead. 

What I am talking about is the system of gov- 
ernment. ЈЕ is a police-state totalitarianism. I 
guess that J have no right to have been surprised 
since J am supposedly a student of political sci- 
ence and of the Soviet Union, and have been 
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reading about Soviet totalitarianism for years. 
Still, I had the suspicion that our writers were 
somewhat carried along by their own momentum. 
When I saw totalitarianism this summer with 
my own eyes, I was shocked, and this, in spite 
of the many good times and good qualities I 
found, remains my major impression. "Тһе 
American image of the Soviet Union is not 
always a fair one, but when it is said here that 
the fate of that country is in the hands of a 
small, self-perpetuating group which decides not 
only what is to be done, but also what is to be 
published and read, this is an accurate descrip- 
tion. 


WHAT IS NEWS? 


I FIND it difficult to describe what the effects 
of a totalitarian, one-party government are. 
Perhaps the press can serve as an example. 
There, every column is an advertisement for 
the Communist Party and the Socialist system. 
Facts are valueless. Only that which is or can 
be distorted to appear as praise for the Party 
or the Great Soviet People is printed. A clever 
Georgian friend of mine once whispered to me 
his favorite story about the Soviet press. He 
inquired of his co-worker one morning before 
the eight o'clock bell what was new in the paper. 

“The date," was the reply. 

A sign prominently displayed at the govern- 
mentrun newsstand in a downtown Moscow 
hotel reads: 


А NEWSPAPER IS NOT ONLY A COLLECTIVE 
PROPAGANDIST AND A COLLECTIVE AGITATOR, 
Вот A COLLECTIVE ORGANIZER AS WELL. 


These are the functions, then, of a newspaper. 
But to get the full feeling of what one-party 
totalitarianism means, one must multiply the 
newspaper many times. For Party activities 
reach every facet of life which they can. There 
is an official definition of art, an official policy on 
God, and an official history which has made 
Trotsky an unperson. During the first weeks in 
Moscow my head was spinning under the im- 
pact of the massive campaign to prove Com- 
munist-Russian superiority. 

Perhaps I am speaking of a situation that 
could be summed up simply as an innate dif- 
ference between East and West. I confess that 
my point of view is distorted with the prejudice 
of a Western student who is leery of absolutes. 
I had a long talk at the exhibition with another 
guide who—although as personally upset as 1 
about the fact that every article in every news- 
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The most flexible of politicians, he turns up 


on both sides of most issues . . . spouts 


oratory like а ham actor. . irritates both 


liberals and conservatives . . . and as the 


Republican leader of the Senate often proves 


remarkably useful to the White House. 


c: MoKINLEY DIRKSEN 
is a moist, able, unctuous individual who 
has achieved influence through the use of what a 
newspaperman has described as "tonsils mari- 
nated in honey," plus a remarkable flexibility. 
As the junior Senator from Illinois, he has 
survived the two-edged attacks of both the Chi- 
cago Tribune and the aggressively liberal In- 
dependent Voters of Illinois. (“Мо matter what 
he says, he sounds like a snake-oil salesman," 
said an IVI official.) As Republican leader in 
the Senate, he has brought to the Administra- 
tion's Congressional relations a flaccidity which 
bends easily--double if necessary—in the winds 
of political fortune. 

His rise to the GOP leadership is all the more 
stunning for the contrast with his predecessors: 
Senators Robert A. Taft and William Knowland 
were blunt, direct, rigidly principled, impatient 
with Senate protocol, fairly inadequate in floor 
debate, and scornful of all posturing. Senator 
Dirksen, on the other hand, seems vaguely un- 
derdressed on the Senate floor without a toga. 
He is at once grandiloquent, sanctimonious, 
priggish, and earnestly earnest. As a young man, 
when he was seeking a way to be somebody, he 
wrote several plays and took the lead in them 
with dramatic groups back home in Pekin, II- 
linois. Today, at sixty-three, he still has some of 
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ЕС “Dirksen of Illinois 


the elegant bearing—and some of the contradic- 
tions—of the successful old actor. His build is 
trim, his expensive clothes invariably disar- 
ranged. The fingernails on his large “farmer’s 
hands” are neatly manicured. And his white hair 
is artfully rumpled. Since he shed forty pounds 
last year, his face has lost much of its pinkish 
roundness; now it is burdened with folds of 
flesh, particularly under the eyes. In the Senate, 
his style is Barrymorean. His every scene is 


overplayed and rich in rhetoric. His face set in- 


spaniel-like sadness, his stance that of the dra- 
matically beleaguered, Dirksen likes to ramble 
oratorically from the craggy coast of rockbound 
Maine to the broad bosom of the proud Pacific. 
His trembling organ tones can be: 

Scriptural: “Like Moses in the Wilderness, I 
feel like looking up and saying, ‘Lord, they would 
stone те...” 

Paternal: “How Many times has any member 
of this Senate sat dowh«with Senator [Joseph R.] 
McCarthy and said to Bim, ‘Sonny boy, your 
language, your language is a little bit rugged?" 

Dramatic: When Senator McCarthy was hos- 
pitalized with buxsitis during his censure hear- 
ings (an ailment many thought spurious) Dirksen 
rose to cry out: “There is fever! There is pain!" 

Pharisaical: When campaigning against Dem- 
ocratic Wars” (a Republican euphemism for 
World War II and the Korean War), he lowers 
his voice to a hushed and hallowed tone and con- 
fides: "I have seen my sbare of dead men." 

At times, he clearly gets carried ayay-by-the 
opulence of his own oratory. At a very com- 
bustible moment during the 1952 Republican 
convention, he pointed a limp but articulate 
finger at Governor Thomas E. Dewey of New 
York and thundered, “We followed you before" 
—pause—“and you took us down the road to 
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be publicized or acted upon by them. Instead 
it is proved to them that things are worse in 
other parts of the world. 

Here in New York as my critical ability swings 
back into action I find a great deal that I do 
not like. "There are the Ninth Avenue slums, 
the ugly, junky highways leading out of town, 
and the high cost of medical care. After all, 
the difference between our slums and theirs is 
only one of degree. (I have never heard here, 
"I would consider myself the happiest man in 
the world if I owned my own room.") Nor am 
I convinced that we as a nation spend our 
money properly. But the overriding considera- 
tion is this: Soviet slums are never mentioned 
in the. Soviet Union. Only American slums. 
Pravda and Izeestia—ever burning to demon- 
strate the failure of capitalism—feature stories 
about Harlem and reprint New York Post 
articles on substandard Puerto Rican housing. 
But not a word about the pitiful Moscow con- 
ditions. 'This my Western mind found so un- 
palatable that it made the problem of housing 
secondary. First is the right to criticize. 

It is nicely ironic that I won the greatest con- 
fidence among visitors to the American Exhibi- 
tion talking about America's problems. The 
people were invariably surprised and the 
agitators disarmed to hear a representative of 
the United States say that our country faces 
many serious difficulties. I would say, "America 
is not a paradise, and then talk about the 
shortcomings and the efforts and the progress 
of the postwar years. I am sure that this ap- 
proach won more understanding than all my 
talk about six million private automobiles a 
year. 


THE VIEW FROM AMERICA 


I AM not suggesting that the United States 
has cause to go smug and cease battling 


for improvements. On the contrary, I returned 


from Moscow more convinced than ever that 
American society must be flexible to the demands 
of progress. Indeed, half of what I found my- 
self describing to the Soviet people about 
America (about most of which they had no idea) 
was the gains of the last years: social security, 
scholarship programs, unemployment compen- 
sation, and recent progress in racial integration. 
It is clear to me now that we must extend these 
gains if we are ta stay in the running as a 
twentieth-century society. Among other things, 
many more scholarships must be awarded bright 
youths who now cannot pay. 
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But it is also clear to me that it is incone 
ceivable that we should do these things à la 
Soviet. In the area of education, for example, 
it is claimed there that every capable Soviet 
youth is paid while studying at an institution of 


, higher learning. 'This is so great an exaggeration 
A, that like all Soviet claims it should be examined 
“Xeaiefully. 


“iste, the competition is so great—sometimes 
twenty die, thirty to one—that few attain the 
prize. бебода, a student is permitted applica- 
tion to only be, school in a given year; if re- 
fused, he is assigned work by the government. 
J met several high-school pupils who were highly 
doubtful of their chancés of admission to the 
school of their choice and had no idea of where 
they would be sent or what kind ef work they 
would be doing. Third, the exam, Jor a given 
institution (the most popular are in Leningrad 
and Moscow) is taken in that city. An applicant 
must pay his own way there, and if he fails the 
test, back. Many are eliminated in this way. 
And fourth, I was told many times that the 
right word from the right people can do the 
trick if the examinee fails the test. 

But again, it is not these procedural char- 
acteristics of the system which surprised me, 
nor even the tiny stipend or the fact that a 
student, having graduated, must repay the gov- 
ernment by working three years at its disposal. 
What I remember most vividly is the content of 
education. History, economics, political science, 
philosophy—these are taught from one over- 
whelming point of view: the current Soviet in- 
terpretation of Marx. Not only in. grammar and 
high schools are socialscience courses organized 
by Marxist labels (i. e., “Feudalism,” “‘Capital- 
ism," "Imperialism"; and my high-school friends 
told me that Finland attacked the Soviet Union 
in 1989) but in the universities too, studying 
history means studying Marx and Lenin. No 
one I met bad ever heard of Max Weber or 
john Stuart Mill; these books axe simply not 
-available. For the Soviet student, from the be- 
ginning of his education, it is largely a question 
of committing to memory a single answer to 
the world's social problems (albeit made more 
and more sophisticated as he advances). He has 
no contact with other interpretations. 

'To me, this kind of learning, no matter how 
many scholarships are offered, is indoctrination, 
not education. Often when I was asked, “How 
do you like Moscow?" and was fumbling with 
my Russian to answer pleasantly, 1 involun- 
tarily thought to myself how much I had come 
to appreciate America.

Much of this book is a detailed 
examination of codes, procedures, 
acts and amendments which trans- 
formed simplicity to complexity.

His pa- 
triotism is exceedingly intense 
by Western standards: “the 
Russian earth," "the Russian 
people" — Rosiya — have a 
strong emotional meaning for 
him. Often I was surprised by 
the degree of nationalism in 
so educated a person. Every 
international sporting event 
was 


every 

sade for justice. "My country 
right or wrong" applies more 
to Sasha than to students I 
have known from any other 
country. 

But here, too, Sasha's Marx- 
ism-Leninism manifests itself. 
He believes. for example, that 
the present world conflict is 
inevitable: the laws of history 
require that capitalism and so- 
cialism struggle (though not 
militarily) to the death — of 
capitalism, of course. For he 
has no doubt about the out- 
come. "In the end, the more 
rational and progressive al- 
ways wins. The new replaces 
the old—that is just natural.“ 
Nor has he any doubt about 
the cause of the conflict. "Of 
course the imperialists are 
guilty. They are not going to 
give up their profits all over 
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€ World without resistance. 
We were reduced, therefore, 
to bland repetitions about the 
need to avoid war and reduce 
senseless military spending. 


* - * 


HAVE been trying to say 

that the students of Mos- 
cow are not rebellious, that 
the limits of their discontent 
are rather narrow, and that 
they object to the iconization 
of Lenin, not to Lenin him- 
‘self. Certainly they have no 
desire to remake Russia in the 
image of America. I often hear 
it said that propaganda could 
change all this: tell a Russian 
student the truth, and he will 
think like an American one. I 
feel sure that this is pertlous, 
wishful thinking more than 
anything else. 

Although Sasha and I co- 
existed peacefully, the ideo- 
logical distance which sepa- 
rates us is wider than I had 
thought. In the end, it is a 
matter of faith. To Sasha, 
“bourgeois - liberal - capitalist” 
society is “bad” no matter 
what arguments or facts are 
shown him. 

When Sasha assured me, 
time and again, that “your 
children, or theirs, will live 
under socialism” he was en- 
ticely sincere—and spoke as а 
friend, not as a party official. 
“And it will be good for them. 
America will be a far better 
nation under socialism,” he 
said. 

Russian youth wants to 
avoid a military confrontation 
as sincerely as American youth 
does. But it will fight, if called, 
believing just as sincerely in 
the rightness of its cause. I 
do not think it will come to 
this. But if it does not, and 
Sasha reaches a position of 
responsibility in his govern- 
ment, there can be nothing but 
а continuing struggie in the 
economic and ideological fields. 
In his most tender moments, 
Sasha assured me of this. “Мо 
-matter what happens in the 
dispute with China, our coun- 
tries will not become friends 
in our lifetime,” he said. “We 
are too far apart in every- 
thing basic for that.” 


S. is not going to be 
converted for a very long time 
—perhaps never if the Soviet 
Union continues to develop as 
it has—and it is senseless to 
despair over situations beyond 
our control In the experience 
of the West, Catholics and 
Protestants, after the bloodi- 
est of wars, finally learned to 
coexist. 

Today, if we avoid a shoot- 
ing war, we still face a long 
period of ideological warfare 
before East and West can 
reach & stage of tranquil co- 
existence. But is this really 
something to be feared? I did 
not fear thoee talks with 
Sasha; they were stimulating 
and enlightening. I was just 
happy that I did not have 
to argue his case. For the logic 
of Marxism is too limited, too 
simple, and must be twisted 
too sharply to explain the 
world that I know. And in 
the longest run, I hope Sasha, 
or his children, wil see that
